eacred observance; a day for strewing 
the most fragrant and beautiful llow- 
ers on the graves of our dead com­ 
rades.”

His text was from Joshua 4, 13-14: 
And it came to pass when Joshua was 
by Jericho that he lifted up his eyes 
and looked and behold, there stood a 
man over against him with his sword 
drawn in his hand; and Joshua went 
unto him and said unto him, ‘'Art thou 
for us, or for our adversaries?” And 
he said, ^‘Nay, but as captain ef the 
host to the Lord am I now come.” And 
Joshua fell on his face to the earth and 
did worship, and said unto him, ‘‘What 
saith my Lord unto his servanty” 
in Joshua we have tbe typical sol­ 
dier; alert, watchful, ready to chal­ 
lenge every suspicious person, and to 
demand the business of every stranger 
approaching the camp. Finding that 
the person he challenges is the Grand 
Commander, he reports for orders and 
waits. The soldier’s training is worth 
much to the man who passes through 
it. How often the experience of mill 
tary life was feared by fond parents 
and friends, lest it should demoralize 
the young men who had passed out 
from’ us to defend the nation’s life. 
But again and again it was demon­ 
strated that such training ennobled 
and uplifted men, preparing them for 
largest usefulness in after life. You 
see in Joshua a soldier raised up from 
the ranks of the people to supreme 
command, and you see him adapting 
himself to the new demands upon him. 
He ^‘worships” this stranger, whom a 
minute before he was calling to ac­ 
count. He recognizes the true King of 
the world In the figure before him, 
bearincr the drawn sword, and he in­ 
stantly assumes the proper attitude of 
a soldier in presence of his superior, 
and asks his will. “ What salth my 
Lord?” is no formal question, asked 
for form’s sake. Old as tbe figure Is, 
it is a good one when we say that 
human life it a warfare, and that there 
are authoriti^.and powers in command 
over

power but W 
that 


ob are ordMnla of God. It is the will 
of God that government exist and ex­ 
ercise authority. And we may know 
the will of God. No warrior'will be 
held responsible for execution of or­ 
ders which have not been communi 
cated to him. If we are to know, we 
must 
observe 
certain 
conditions. 
Among the conditions may be named 
alertness. The soul who really wants 
to know anything, has gone a long way 
toward finding out that thing; and he 
who desires to know the Great Com­ 
mander’s orders will not wait long be­ 
fore he will know them. 


Perhaps another condition is that we 
make challenge of all things. Joshua 
took nothing for granted; he chal­ 
lenged and demanded an answer. 
But 
there Is a vast dliTerence between 
challenging facts to show their author­ 
ity, and the spirit of absolute unbelief, 
which refuses to pass even the grand 
commander with the countersign. God 
answers every honest challengre.

Chicago, May 28.—Chicago was in- 
T a d e d a t one a. m. Saturday by the 
arm y of a hostile state, num bering 13 
m en—the “District of Lake M ichigan.” 
The invasion ended in a farce comedy, 
but came near to being finished in 
deadly earnest. The casualties include 
one boy shot in the leg and one horse 
killed'. 
Five of th é invaders were a r­ 
rested, the balance being allowed to 
escape. The trouble was precipitated 
by Capt. George W. Streeter, a sq u at­ 
ter, who from time to time has created 
m uch trouble and litigation by his ef­ 
fo rts to seize land along the shore of 
L ake Michigan. 
The land which he 
h as for some time claimed to be the 
“D istrict of Lake Michigan” consists 
of m ade land on the shore of Lincoln 
p ark, p a rt of it including one of the 
m ain park boulevards. Court« have de­ 
cided against the sq u atter again and 
again, but he has been persistent in his 
efforts to grab the property. 


Landlns of «lie *‘Troopii.” 


S treeter organised the force whksh 
m ade the descent upon Lincoln park 
Saturday, b u t was not w ith them in 
person. 
A tra n sp o rt containing the 
“ troops” arrived off Lincoln p ark soon 
a fte r m idnight and w ithout difficulty 
they made a landing a t the foot of 
Su]ierior stree t and form ally took pos­ 
session of 186 acres of land claimed by 
Capt. S treeter and his subjects as in­ 
dependent territory, the “D istrict of 
Lake Michigan.” Kapid-fire guns, it is 
alleged, were on the tran sp o rt decks 
ready to cover, if necessary, the land­ 
ing of the troops, but the shores were 
unprotected, and w'ithout opposition 
th e men m ade their way th ro u g h the 
surf, rallied around their leader, “Com­ 
m a n d a n t” William Niles, and hoisted 
th e American flag in the center of the 
invaded district. 


Im m ediately on landing a line of for­ 
tifications w as m arked out. A line of 
p la n k was laid along the w estern edge 
of th e claimed te rrito ry and barbed 
^ ’ire stretched about a foot above it. 
T w o forts, each ab o u t 12 feet square, 
form ing an em bankm ent of d irt piled 
about five feet high, 
W’ere 
hastily 
th ro w n u p on either side of Superior 
E tr e e t . Sentinels w’e re detailed to pa­ 
tro l the picket line ju st inside 
the 
harbed wire. 


A Doy 'Shot. 


U p a t Lincoln p ark Secretary E rby 
received notification by telephone th a t 
p a r k p ro p erty laid off as an addition 
t o the lake shore drive had been in­ 
vaded by armed mem. E rby jum ped 
in to a buggy and drove rapidly to the 
scene of th e reported disturbance, ta k ­ 
ing w ith him as n com panion Anim al 
K eeper Charles McCurran. 
They a t ­ 
tem pted to drive past the picket line, 
b u t were stopped b y a man w ith a rifle, 
who w arned them buck. 
In a sh o rt 
tim e Paul Hedieski, Lincoln p ark su ­ 
perintendent, also oaint* h u rr jin g up 
in a bugiry. but, faoing tlu* sam e s itu a ­ 
tion, withdrew.

or a few days where one is satisfied 
le Is not wanted.

and divine to blend as one.” 


Very hopeful Is the fact that people 
are beginning to see, beginning to 
teach everywhere that this universe, 
ncludlng man. Is forever under the 
control of law; that it is not in the 
hands of an outside, capricious deity 
whose spasmodic movements are above 
reason and understanding and there­ 
fore to be dealt In a magical way. Yes, 
“a great new world” does “loom into 
sight” and we begin to see Providence 
In, not separate and apart from, hered- 
ty, environment, natural law.

of intentional conception; with a wise, 
loving prenatal Infiuence, and with a 
birth Into an atmosphere of beautiful, 
chaste living—what magnificent possi­ 
bilities are certain to be wrapped up In 
the young offspring! 


God bless the children. They have 
already blessed us. What music In 
their innocent, merry laughter. How 
these delicate blossoms of humanity 
win their way. How much their little 
greetings mean to the weary father as 
he approaches what should be the 
blessedest spot on earth, home. How 
their gleeful presence In that home 
keeps all hearts young and attuned to 
the chords of heaven. 
Well might we 
say with our dear Longfellow: “Ah! 
what would the world be to us. If the 
children were no more.” 


Whenever a welcome child comes 
through the portal of birth to this dear 
old earth of ours, the shepherds, as of 
old, can well afford to leave their tlocks 
and guided by the angel song of their 
higher nature, hasten to the new life 
manifestation; for about it is a touch of 
the infinite and within it, unbounded

In Alfred Picard, commissioner gen­ 
eral of the exposition, whose nomina­ 
tion to a grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor was announced 
by President 
Loubet a fe\y days ago, is practically 
the organizer of the Paris exposition. 
By his outw ard appearahce one might 
take him for a Don Quixote. A figure 
w ith lanky limbs, a cast of counte­ 
nance overclouded w ith 
an 
air 
of 
gloom, a nose of characteristic prom i­ 
nence, piercing eyes and a m ustache of 
heroical dimensions, these make hiftr 
seem a living knight of La Mancha, ever 
tilting at windmills. 
Never was 
a 
g reater contrast between natural as­ 
pect and reality. 
M. Picard is, in fact, 
the “King of Method,” a practical man 
above all things—the very person:ifico- 
tion of th e French genius of lucidity, 
order, harm ony. 


F rom his youth up M. Picard has 
given free play to his tJiste for serious 
m atters. 
M athematician, 
engineer, 
economist, adm inistrator, lawyer, he 
has been all these by tu rn s and simul­ 
taneously. 
He has built bridges, ex­ 
cavated 
mines, 
arranged statistics, 
managed railways and led the discus­ 
sions of a council of state in its con­ 
sultations over the plans for a w orld’» 
fair. 


M. Picard was born in Lorraine. 
When 17 he made his way to Paris, en­ 
tered the P^cole Polytechnique, and just 
before the outbreak of the Franco-

OUT THINE OWN MOUTH. 


A dispute has arisen between the 
supervisors of Niles a n d the supervisors 
of Beoton Harbor in regard to the 
comparative assessments placed upon 
the property in the two cities. Benton 
Hftrbor supervisors visited Niles and 
after their return the Niles officials 
if»ve out the statement that the super­ 
visors from this city admitted that Niles 
was assessed too low in 
with 


Benton Harbor. The supervisors of 
this city deny making such a statement. 
It is down to a question of veracity be­ 
tween the two sets of officers. Benton 
Harbor will not believe that her offi­ 
cials are going about the county pro­ 
testing that they are high in compar­ 
ison with other assessments. 


The Niles Sun, which has under­ 
taken the cause of the Niles super­ 
visors and is championing their un­ 
reasonable statement, has issued this 
challenge: 


Now we will point out a speciflc In­ 
stance to the B enton Hhrbor News, 
with a challenge to'deslgnate a similar 
case at Benton Harbor: Mrs. H. A. 
Chapin’s residence place in this city is 
assessed at $16,000. Now Mr. N ew s 
prove to us where property is assessed 
at the higher figure. 


Benton Harbor is frank to say that it 
has no residence assessed at this figure. 
The Chapin residence at Niles Is said 
to have cost $67,000 and Is located on a 
large block of the most valuable land 
in the city. There Is no house In the 
city of Benton Harbor that cost $16,- 
000 and it is unreasonable to expect 
that an $8,000 or $10,000 house is to 
bear the same assessment as a house 
costing $67,000. The Chapin residence 
is assessed at 22^per cent of Its cost—a 
lower assessment by several times than 
put upon any Benton Harbor property. 


This sample assessment of Niles is 
probably the highest assessment In the 
city. W hen sample potatoes or ap­ 
ples are sent for Inspection it is not 
the custom to pick out the small ones, 
and if the high assessments of Niles 
are only 22 per cent on value the small 
assessments are In 
all 
pnbablllty 
about 15 or 20 per cent. 


According to the figures of the Sun 
the supervisors ought to double or 
treble the Niles assessment rolls. 


T h e disgrace In the recent postal 
frauds Is being brought nearer home 
than Cuba. Stealing from the govern­ 
ment has been going on for two years 
and for the quarter ending September 
30, 1898, an expert has reported to the 
comptroller that from $20,000 to $30,- 
000 was stdlen In the way Qt stuffed 
salary 
rolls. Some

who never did a stroke of work have 
been drawing as high as $1,700 per 
year. This Is worse than the military 
dealin Michigan.

He declares that 
he is a.ssured that his men will not 
stand. President Steyn and Mr. Reit/., 
the Transvaal state 
secretary, 
are 
strongly opposed to peace, but Mr. 
Kruger is not so much against it.

While Lord Roberts’ .'50.000 infantry,

described by an observer -wlio sent his 
message by private hand to Lourenzo 
Marques yesterday: 


“The situation, both from a military and 
a political point of view, has become very 
critical. 
President Kruger yesterday ad­ 
mitted that for the first time matters are 
very grave. The Boer determination Is to 
trust everything tb a last stand on 
the 
Gats rand mountains, to the 
north of 
Potchefstroom, where 3,000 Kaffirs are dig­ 
ging trenches. To that point every avail­ 
able man and gun have been sent. 
The 
whole of the western border of the Trans­ 
vaal from end to end Is defenseless and 
Gen. Baden-Powell can march In when he 
likes. 
Lord Roberts, on the other hand, 
will encounter the greatest resistance. The 
Boer endeavor is to lure the British into ap­ 
pearing to threaten Johannesburg with at­ 
tack, an excuse thus being given them for the 
destruction of property. 
The Transvaal 
government will not dare destroy the mines 
and property without an excuse. 
Much 
dynamite has been sent down the line, and 
lt;0,000 cases lie ready at Zuurfontein, near 
Johannesburg. Gen. Louis Botha and Gen. 
Lucas Meyer have pleaded for the preser­ 
vation of property. Both are large landed 
proprietors and fear conllscation, but they 
have not received satisfactory replies from 
President Kruger.”

New York, May 28.-*-James Fitzhar- 
ris, alias “Skin the Goat,” and Joseph 
Mullett, the 
Irish 
invincibles 
who 
were recently released from prison in 
Ireland, where they were sentenced 
for complicity in the Phoenix park 
murders in 1882, were on Sunday ex­ 
cluded by the board of special inquiry 
at tne immigration station and 
or­ 
dered deported. 
The exclusion was 
made under the interpretation of the 
law which forbids anyone being ad­ 
mitted to this country who has been 
adjudged guilty of a “felony, infamous 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude.’’ 


The two men were 
recently 
par­ 
doned by Earl Cadogan, lord lieuten­ 
ant of Ireland, from a sentence of life 
imprisonment, and reached this city 
among the steerage passengers on the 
Lucania Saturday last. 
After a con­ 
ference with Commissioner Fitchie, 
the men were ordered oack to Ellis 
island to await the action of the board 
of special inquiry. 
This board was 
composed of William 
Weihe, 
chair­ 
man; H. H. Moller, James A. Toner 
and Maj. Charles S. Sensey. The two 
men were taken before the board on 
Ellis island Sunday morning. The in­ 
quisition was secret.

After the meeting of the board it 
was learned th at Fitzharris was the 
first of the two to be examined by the 
members. He admitted he had served 
nearly 17 j'ears in prison. After being 
asked the usual questions as to his 
age, nativity and residence, Fitzhar­ 
ris was asked of what crime he had 
been convicted,and answered:

months after

park murders, in company with 
23 
others. These 2.'i wore accused of hav­ 
ing been accessorios after the 
fact, 
wliile Fit/luirris was 
charged 
with 
Iiaving boon an aeoossory before tho 
fact. 
Throe months hiter 
he 
wns 
Ijrought to trial, with others of tlio 
accused. Five of them were sentenced 
to be hanged, and Fitzliarris was sen­ 
tenced to penal servitude for life.

Fitzharris declared that at tho time of 
his trial he was otYorod 
£ 10,000 
by 
the English government if he would 
turn informer against the other mem­ 
bers of the band. This he refused to

.loy. 
Chatham, Doawnpatrick and Marj'bone 
prisons. 
Eight months ago he 
wjis 
pardoned. Fit/harris said that he and 
Mullett had about $25 between them 
when they reached this port. 
He as­ 
serted that while he was on 
British 
soil he was compelled to report to the 
police every month as to his doings 
and whereabouts.

St. Louis, May 28.—This is the twen- 
ty-flrst day of the street railway strike,, 
and the end seems as fa r awhy as ever, 
both the Transit company and its em­ 
ployes standing firm in their respective 
positions. Not a car on the- Transit 
company’s system has been rbn since 
the strike began without police protec­ 
tion. In consequence Of there not be­ 
ing enough police to guard the SOO or 
more cars usually operated, less than a 
quarter of that number has been run 
by the company over only a part of its 
22 divisions and lines. 
Since the 8th 
of May, ^vhen the strike began, there 
have been numerous collisions between 
the police and the strikers ancl the lat- 
te r’s sympathizers. Hardly a day dur­ 
ing that time has passed withoiU some­ 
body being wounded by bullets or in­ 
jured by flying missiles and 
police 
clubs. Tlie list of casualties presents 
four persons shot and killed, 22 wound­ 
ed by bullets and 50 or more injured 
in other ways. Two of the killed were 
innocent bystanders, a striking motor- 
man and an emergency policeman com­ 
pleting the number. 
Several of the 
wounded are in a critical condition and 
may die. 


It is estimated by the strikers that 
less than 50 of their number—3,325— 
who struck have returned to 
work. 
These, with the street car men import­ 
ed from other cities, are operating the 
Transit company’s cars. It is asserted 
that at least 50 of the imported men 
have joined the strikers. All the points 
at issue between tlie company and its 
striking employes have been agreed to 
oxcej)t th at of reinstating all the men 
who went out in their old positions. 
The company refuses to displace the 
men they have hired since the strike 
began, while the strikers decline to 
sign any agreement th a t does not give 
all the old men their places again. Sev­ 
eral attem pts have been made to bring 
the employers and employes together, 
but without success, and thus the m at­ 
ter stands. 


As the result of an encounter Sunday 
night between striking and nonstrik­ 
ing employes of the Transit system 
three men were shot, one being fatally 
ami the others seriously wounded. 
As

Sullivan, 
James 
Sulli­ 
van 
and 
Patrick O’Connell, strik- 
t rs, were passing through Lafayette 
¡>ark they were approached from the 
rt*ar and fired upon by three men said 
ÎO be in the eomj)any’s employ. One 
i)f the bullets jjasi^ed through Philip 
Sullivan's right lung, giving him a mor­ 
tal wound, .lames Sullivan received a 
ball in the left cheek and O’Connell was 
shot through the right leg. Accounts 
of the atfa.ir ditTer, some bystanders 
claiming that it was a deliberate a t­ 
tempt at assassination on the part of 
the company’s new em|)loyes, while 
others

that

nothing 
more or less than a pitched battle be­ 
tween the two factions. A riot call was 
at once sounded, but the three un­ 
known men had made good their es­ 
cape by the time of the police arrival 
on the scene.
